That gives me a better 
idea of how the finished 
model might look. | 
work with it until it looks 
exactly the way | want it 
to. Then another program 
called Brickbuilder 
makes the figure look 
like it’s built out of LEGO 
bricks and creates 
instructions for building 
the model. 


STEVE: (laughs) Almost! 
At this point | add any 
special pieces to the 
model that it needs, like 
hinges, or other pieces 
that the computer didn’t 
add in. Then | send 

the design and the 
instructions to our special 
LEGO building workshop. 
Expert brick builders put 
the model together. 


STEVE: No. If I’m 
designing a small 
model | make it by 
hand. Those are fun 
because | get to play 
with the actual bricks.

It’s all 
about creativity. All the 
designers work together 
and share ideas. We ask 
each other questions 
and give each other 
advice all the time. Being 
able to take criticism is 
important, too.

STEVE: | had to design 
an octopus to go ina 
museum exhibit about 
the ocean. It was very 
hard to come up with a 
way to make the octopus’ 
curvy legs out of square 
bricks. | finally figured out 
how to do it, and it turned 
out great. The challenge 
of figuring it out was the 
best part.
